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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant reiterates previous arguments that were addressed in the previous action, filed 10/3/05, and are maintained here.. Applicant 
emphasizes the "registration" needed for an application to communicate with. another application, and particularly, "command port 
numbers and event port numbers are only configured after an application has registered with the support system". This assertion is 
unsupported by the reference. Aldred discloses that the register function merely allows the support system to be aware of the application, 
column 36, lines 9-16. The fact that the application must register before communicating with the system does not imply that the ports are 
established after registration. Further, even assuming Applicants interpretation of the reference is valid, what is claimed by Applicant is 
that the ports are merely passed to the launched application at the time it is launched; there is no functionality requiring that the 
applications must be able to communicate. Aldred discloses that a launching application submits a request with "specified 
characteristics" column 1, lines 61-65, the request being passed to the application's call manager (who launches the application). Aldred 
discloses that the "launch_app" function has a "parameters" variable that is given to the launched application, column 36, lines 24-43. 
Aldred also discloses that the launching application is responsible for defining the channel between applications, the channel including 
both receiving and ending ports. Thus, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the previous rejections are maintained. Applicant's 
arguments will be addressed in detail upon filing of an appeal or continuation. . 
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
